Bank of Israel discussing 
90-day credit freeze

The credit freeze proposed by Bank 
of Israel Governor Moshe Sanber 
will be taken up once more today by 
the Bank’s Advisory Council, which 
failed to approve it last week, 

The heads of the commercial banks 
are opposed to the proposed 90-day 
credit freeze, which is intended to 
halve their liquidity deficit. At pre- 
sent, this deficit totals some IL.900m. 
— that 18, the banks have lent that 
much money, out of deposits, in ex- 
cess of what they are permitted to. 
Banking regulations require the 
panks to invest a set portion of 
deposits in linked securities, and 
deposit a set proportion in the central 
bank. (The percentages required vary 
with different types of deposits.) 

‘The liquidity deficit has been creat- 
ed by the banks despite fines of 20 
per cent aud more imposed on them

Failure to keep his section clean 
to the satisfaction of city inspec- 
tors makes the responsible owner 
er operator of the business liable 
to a fine of 1.500, If the offence 
continues, he will be liable to a 
further fine of 1L20 a day after 
he has been convicted or warned 
by the city.

Amidar 
replied that the restraining order 
was belated, since the contract had 
already been signed. Mr. Shmuel, 
however, feels they should evacuate 
the family from the flat, and is 
suspicious about their failure to 
do so until now. 

Ari Bar, deputy district maneger 
of the Housing Ministry, says 20 
apartments are currently avallable 
for the residents, but have been 
rejected by the committee, 


The committee confirmed this, 
but said the flats are not accept- 
able. The apartments provided 
must be in the neighbourhood of 
good schools, they insist, so as to 
ensure αὶ better future for the 
‘children of the ma’abera.

Heavy stewardess can’t be 


grounded due to weight 


TOKYO (AP), — The Tokyo Dis- 
trict Court said yesterday that Air 
France's dismissal of ἃ 37-year-old 
stewardess because of her obesity 
‘was unreasonable and ordered the 
company to reinstate her. 

The court said in an injunction, 
“She 15 not too fat for her age ac- 
cording to Japanese standards and 
her appearance is suitable to her 
age.” 

Japanese stewardesses employed 
by Air France are supposed to re- 
tire upon reaching the age of 35. 
But ‘they may keep working until 
40 years old, renewing their contract 
every yeax after 35. 

The stewardess, Nobuko Furvki, 
who weighs 57 kilograms and is 
159 centimetres tall, was fired on 
June 16 because Air France said 


“she is too fat, not well-proportioned ᾿ 


and not suitable-to the company’s 
image of the stewardess.” 
The court said that since Japa- 


nese stewardesses employed by other 
airlines were not all slender and 
‘well-proportioned, Air France's claim 
of a medium-sized Japanese woman 
as a standard stewardess is with- 
out foundation.” 

Meanwhile in Brussels, ste- 
wardesses demanded “beauty tests” 
for male airline staff. They were 
protesting against the “aesthetics 
commission” of the Afrline 
Sabena, which judges the looks of 
Stewardesses. 


The protesters claim that the 
commission often dismisses ste- 
wardesses when they reach age 40. 
Some demonstrators demanded that, 
if the commission ts to continue its 
work, it should also judge stewards 
and other male crew members on 
their looks. 


“Look at all the bald pilots with. 


waistlines,” one stewardess 
said “They would never get 
through the commission."

BOLOGNA (UPI). Italy's na- 
Honal anti-terrorist squad yesterday 
arrested three alleged members of 
the neo-Nazi Black Order and sought 
two more as suspects in the week- 
end bombing of the Rome-Munich 
express train 

Investigators said one of the sus- 
pects, Emanuele Bartoli, 19, of Car- 
tarig di Sesto near Bologna, was 

several months ago with 
attempted homicide for an attack on 
a member of the extreme left-wing 
organization called “The Struggle 
Continues.” The other suspects seized 
in predawn raids were identified as 
Italo Bono, 20, and Gaetano Casali, 
42, both of Bologna. 

Searches of the suspects’ homes 
produced arms and “compromising” 
documents linking them to the train 
bombing and to an abortive dyna- 
miting hours earlier of Bologna's 
Public Security Commission offices, 
authorities said. 

The evidence included the manu- 
script of a typewritten manifesto 
left In a telephone booth on Monday 
in which a Black Order cell claimed 
responsibility for the train bombing 
and said that it could plant bombs 
“where we want, at any time, in any 
place" and Nazism “wili return for 
the salvation of Italy.” 

Investigators said the suspects 
voices matched thoge of anonymous 
callers who told the newspaper “Tl 
Resto del σαν πο about the Black 
Order manifesto and said Padua 
would be their next target. 

One of the callers said Padus 
would “pay heavily” for the unsolved 
assassination of two members of the 
neo-Fascist Italian Social Movement 
following 2 bombing on May 25 
that killed eight anti-Fascist dem- 
onstrators in Brescla. The Black 
Order also claimed it carried out 
the Brescla bombing. 

In the attempt on the Public 
Security offices, 8. fragmentation 
bomb made up of five sticks of 
dynamite was wired to the front 
door shortly after midnight, police 
said. A corporal on duty, answering 
the doorbell, saw the flash of fame 
as the fuse was lit’ He managed 
to defuse the bomb seconds before 
1 would have exploded, police said.
